Company l>y the Turkish nationalists, it ap- 
pears that British interests have been nosed 
out of the great phim in the near east, a plum 
for the securing of which they spent millions 
in money and thousands of lives in the. Mcsopo 
tamian operations of the great war. The plum 
lias been tossed into the lap of a group in this 
country, none of them apparently of the great 
financial ring, although no doubt the prospect 
of eating the plum-ami the necessity of obtain- 
ing capital to ripen and slice it will bring in 
Fome at l^ast of the people and interests that 
Americans mean when they talk about Wall 
Street. 


One suspect? that "development" on such 


a scale in t i i c near east, by Americans, opens 
a n<nv era in the history of this country. For 
in the industrial and economic warfare which 
is the central theme of international relations, 
Mesopotamia and Mosul arc the cockpit of rival 
national ambitions. The oil in Mosul has, with- 
in the last year, conic close to setting the world 
afire again. And it is not to be considered that 
the Angora concession to Americans closes the 
chapter. No doubt the international combina- 
tions and intrigues which have suddenly reach- 
ed this startling denouement will continue, and 
the going will be if anything faster and rougher 
than ever. The British are not likely to submit 
without a struggle: to the passing of Mesopo- 
tamia!) exploitation rights into the hands of 
Americans without even a share for themselves. 
How they will work, what will be done, cannot 
be forecast. But it. is a safe bet there will be 
plenty of action. 


For one thing. Great Britain w i l l probably 


claim that the Angora government has no right 
tn dispose of concessions in Mesopotamia.

Uncle Sam can hardly forbid 
his enterprising citizens from taking the chance 
of t u r n i n g an honest profit in the near cast. 
To do so would be to infringe the liberty of 
the citizen. 
Equally, ho can hardly stand by
